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FINANCING YOUR LIBRARY EDUCATION

Librarians are frequently in the position of counseling young people 
who are considering librarianship as a profession, Oftentimes an impor- 
tant question to be considered is that of how to finance the year or more 
of library school. State scholarships and many others expire at the end 
of the four years of undergraduate work. Many parents financing the edu- 
cation of their children think in terms of the four-year pattern, Even 
the student who has been relatively self-supporting in college will not 
find that possible in a full-time program of professional education. 























When someone comes to a librarian for information on the profession 
and ite requirements, the librarian must be informed on entrance require- 
ments, specializations and other facts about the various library schools. 
But, if he is to contribute fully to the recruitment of promising young 
people into the profession, he must also be able to suggest financial 
resources which a library school student may tap. The following para- 
graphs list the more important sources of financial assistance to a 
library education available in New York State: 


Scholarship and Fellowships. Three library schools offer scholar- 
ships open to superior and "needy" students. These are awarded pri- 
marily on the basis of undergraduate college records and aptitude for 
library work. They range from the single $200 award at Albany to several 
full-tuition awards at Pratt and Columbia. In all there are 15 or more 
scholarships available yearly. In addition, Columbia awards several 
fellowships valued up to $1500, and Syracuse several grants-in-aid to 
superior students during their second semester of study. 
























Besides the grants administered by the library schools, librarians 
should note the several other sources of aid available specifically to 
prospective librarians, such as the NYLA scholarship awarded last year. 
Several of these grants-in-aid, such as those of the New York Library 

Club and the Brooklyn Public Library, are available only to those who 

have had preliminary experience and have some connection with the library 
or association. 






Because of the small number of scholarships available in library 
science, counselors should inform prospective librarians of the many 
scholarships and fellowships available for graduate study in general. 
In looking through a list of such funds we noted so many that it became 
impossible to list them all here. Our list began with the American 
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Leaders Foundation which gives assistance to those who are in the final 
year of their professional education and "who are entering some work 
which will give them an opportunity to serve the government and the 
welfare of the people".* It ended with the John Hay Whitney Foundation 
which gives opportunity fellowships of $1000 to $3000 for "advanced 
study to persons of exceptional promise who otherwise might not be 

able to reach their fullest development or make their fullest contri- 
bution", 


Loan Funds. All of the library schools in New York list loan funds. 
Frequently they are designed to meet emergencies which arise during the 
school year, and are available only to students already in residence. 

The loan funds of the New York Library Association and the Special 
Library Association, however, are available to a student as soon as 

he is admitted to library school, and so may be included in the original 
budget plan of the student. Repayment terms from these sources are 
especially generous. 


Countless other general loan funds are available from such sources 
as the Knights Templar, State Congress of Parents and Teachers, college 
fraternities, churches, service clubs, college alumni associations and 
veterans groups, ** 


Work-Study Programs. Many a library school student secures part- 
time positions in a local library, which may contribute not only finan- 
cially but in other ways to the student's professional education. Usually 
a student working more than a few hours a week must plan a reduced course 
load and stretch his education over a longer span of time. Two schools 
have formal work-study programs. Syracuse grants free tuition in addi- 
tion to salary for cadet service in the University library. Columbia, 
in addition to the work-study plan, maintains several teaching assistant- 
ships for advanced students. Although Albany has no formal program, it 
will furnish to students a list of libraries which regularly employ 
library school students. 


Aid to the Handicapped. The State of New York furnishes financial 
aid to persons who are handicapped to help them become economically self- 
sufficient. Many such persons consider the library field each year, 
usually through ignorance of its strenuous requirements. The few who 
survive counseling by librarians and the admission procedures of library 
schools may be able to secure some financial aid from this source. 


Need for Additional State Aid. In spite of the need for library 
personnel, the State does not offer any direct aid to prospective librar- 
ians. Free tuition at Albany and Geneseo forms an educational subsidy

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for some few students who go from these schools into public libraries 
each year. Some adjustments in the course offerings of these schools 
might encourage an even greater number of students to attend and in- 
crease the number of placements in public libraries. 


In addition -- to repeat the suggestion of Mr. Rounds in the 
October issue of The Bookmark -- "the State of New York should offer 
substantial scholarships for study in the field of library science as 
it has in other professions where there are critical personnel short- 
ages," ** ® Whether this is done or not, librarians should encourage 
the establishment of scholarships in library science by every other 
possible agency -- professional associations and philanthropic indi- 
viduals.and foundations. .

Research Coordinator Retires: Dr. J. Cayce Morrison retired from his 
position of Coordinator of Research on October 1 after a notable service 
of 30 years to the Education Department. Dr. Morrison contributed much 
to the development of library service in New York State and became known 
to many librarians during the period 1945-47 when the program of research 
which led to the establishment of the Watertown Regional Library Service 
Center was being carried out. A reception and tea sponsored by the 
Commissioner's Cabinet was held in his honor on November 6 in the 
Regents Room of the Education Building. Dr. Morrison will be associ- 
ated with the New York City Board of Education where he will direct a 
program designed to improve the teaching of Puerto Rican children in 

the New York City public schools. 


Jobs for Junior Librarians: Junior Librarians are needed to fill 15 
vacancies in State agencies throughout New York State. Entrance salary 
is $3251; five annual increases of $160 each bring salary range up to 
$4052. Candidates must have college graduation plus one year of library 
school, Appointments will be made in the State Library at Albany, in 
Elmira Reformatory, in Wallkill Prison, in Warwick Training School for 
Boys, in State Teachers Colleges at Buffalo, Fredonia, Geneseo, and 
Oswego, in West Coxsackie Vocational Institution, in State University 
College of Medicine at Brooklyn and in the experimental Regional Library 
Service Center at Watertown. Closing date for filing applications is 
December 11, 1953. Announcements and application forms may be obtained 
from the New York State Department of Civil Service, Albany, N.Y. 


Exhibit Features Publishing Techniques: During the month of November 
an exhibit, "Putting It in Print", which shows the development of a 
publication from idea to finished book or magazine, has been on display 
in the Rotunda of the State Library. The exhibit, which has received 
much favorable comment, was arranged with the cooperation of the Bureau 
of Secondary Curriculum Development and the Bureau of Publications. An 
extensive exhibit is planned for December to commemorate the 50th anni- 
versary of the Wright brothers' first successful flight. 


Experience Records Completed: Evaluation of professional experience 
acquired prior to the exchange of their old type certificates for new 
public librarians' certificates has been completed for all those persons 
who voluntarily returned the forms to the Division. A record of the 
amount of experience allowed has been sent to each individual concerned 
and a similar record will be kept in the Library Extension Division. 
This information will be released to the Civil Service Department as 
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requested and will constitute an experience record evaluated by librar- 
ians but acceptable for Civil Service purposes. 


Chemung County Films Bookmobile Service: The work of the Extension 
Division of the Steele Memorial Library of Chemung County has been re- 
corded on 16 mm color film and two prints are being made available for 
free loan from the Library Extension Division in Albany. As this is not 
a sound film, a script has been prepared to accompany and explain it. 
The film should be particularly helpful to groups that are considering 
the use of bookmobiles to extend library service to rural or suburban 
areas.

Catalogers Meet: Members of the State Library's Catalog, Periodical and 
Gift and Exchange Sections attended the Fall Dinner Meeting of the New 
York Regional Catalog Group on November 13 in New York. The program was 
a panel discussion of Seymour Lubetzky's Cataloging rules and principles. 
Recommendations made by Mr. Lubetzky in his pamphlet will be acted upon

Report on NYLA Conference: One of the best attended New York Library 
Association conferences in recent years was held in Albany, October 22- 
24, 1953, under the presidency of Alice C. Dodge, librarian of the Utica 
Public Library. Albany was decided on as conference headquarters to note 
the forward-looking legislation passed by Governor Dewey's administration 
in recent years. In all, 726 librarians, trustees and friends of the 
library attended. A noteworthy trend this year was the number of new 
trustees present. Increased trustee attendance accounted for, in great 
part, the good record made. Over 30 commercial exhibitors and some half 
dozen educational exhibits took up the space in the lobby and Capital 
Room of the Hotel Ten Hyck. Since Albany is rich in museums, historical 
sites and industrial plants, open house was held in many of them. Alice 
C. Desmond, author of children's books, was hostess at the Schuyler 
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Mansion. Special, college and public libraries in the area welcomed 
delegates and Sterling-Winthrop conducted a tour of its research labora- 
tories. 

Dr. Gosnell presided at the first general session held in Chancellors 
Hall Thursday evening. Chancellor John P. Myers brought the greetings of 
the Board of Regents and Dr. T. Norman Hurd represented Governor Dewey. 

A general reception followed the meeting in the Rotunda of the Education 
Building. 

Dr. William S. Dix, librarian of Princeton University, gave one of 
the keynote addresses entitled "Reflections on Book Burning" before the 
Trustees Section dinner Friday evening, with Justice Bergan presiding. 

Ken McCormick, Eileen P. Riols, and Mark Van Doren discussed at 
the Second General Session qualities of books which make them stand 
the test of time. 

Carl Carmer, author and folklorist, spoke at the third and con- 
cluding general session. 

Other features of the conference were the viewing of motion pic- 
tures for library use by Norman Moore, of the Rochester Public Library; 

a talk on the trials and tribulations of a publishing company, by 
Elliott Macrae of the E. P. Dutton Company; the Special Libraries 
Association program on the library as a public relations tool, by 
Robert E, Kingery; a discussion of the selling of inexpensive reprints 
in a college library, by Walter Pilkington of Hamilton College and a 
report on libraries in England, by Helmer Webb of Union College. 

The Children's and Young People's Section conducted a panel dis- 
cussion on book selection and heard two authors: Marguerite de Angeli 
and Annis Duff. Fritz Eichenberg, illustrator, also spoke. 

The role of libraries in the service of our senior citizens was the 
title of the Adult Education Committee's program under the chairmanship 
of Grace A. Moore, The committee also took up film discussion techniques. 
Mental health and delinquency problems were discussed by the institutional 
librarians and Dr. Paul Witty, of Northwestern University, discussed re~ 
medial reading problems before the School Libraries Section. The elemen- 
tary school people heard Dr. William E. Young, Director of Elementary 
Education. A widely discussed report on salary schedules was taken up 
in the Personnel Committee. 

Carl Carmer participated in a radio program over WTRY Saturday morn- 
ing; Dr. Paul Witty, Miss Dodge and Dr. Dix over WPTR at various times 
on Friday; and Alice C. Desmond over WOKO. Twelve librarians partici- 
pated in the Knickerbocker News Photo Polls. 

The new officers are: Carl Melinat, Syracuse University Library 
School, President; Mary L. Tarbox, Director of School Libraries, James- 
town, Vice-President; and Frances G. Hepinstall, New York State Teachers 
College, Buffalo, member of Council. 

Mrs. Mary S. Lindsey, of the State Library Staff, headed the hospi- 
tality committee. Miss Dorothy Vibbard of the Harmanus Bleecker Library, 
Albany, headed the ticket sales. Thirty to 40 area librarians partici- 
pated to make the conference a success. 

The 1954 conference will be held in Buffalo, October 7-9.
